ALLEGATIONS, REITERATED, ; 
STORY OF A KUROPEAN .EYE-WITNESY.

The 
tea, ote., was prepared ; the soldiers :came 
and partook of ‘it, Men, women, - and) 
ghildron ‘busied thumselyes in -making the 
Japanese comfortable, when all of a.sudden 
the soldiers snrromded the men, tied than 
by their quoues five in a knot, and: thus. 

At that time cighty ta 
ninety men wero butchored, besides some 
few helpless; women and children who 
failed to anake their excape. :
